In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
October 1 , 2002, Applicants hereby elect for examination on the merits, method of treating a 
disease characterized by the production of mucin wherein the substance administered is a 2- 
aminophenylacetic acid. The election is understood to include compositions comprising 
talniflumate and methods of treating a disease wherein the compound administered is 
talniflumate. 

The Examiner is reminded that upon finding that methods and compositions with 
talniflumate is fi-ee of the prior art, MPEP § 803.02 must be followed which clearly sets forth 
that the Examiner is to extend the search of a Markush-type generic claim should no prior art 
be found that anticipates or renders obvious the claim.
